The Exiled Grenadier Guards. 


HALtrax, Nova Scotia, Ooct.—Intelligence 
from Bermuda reports that one of the results 
of transplanting the Grenadier Guards from 
England to a tropical climate in midsummer 
is the alarming presenee of enteric fever 
among the men. The cause of the disease is 
attributed to the terrible and steady heat to 
which themen have not been acclimatized 


wick. Many deaths have occurred; the hos- 
pital is overcrowded with victims and the 
officials propose to erect addititional tem- 
porary buiidings for hospital accommoda- 
tions. This fatal disease is confined to the 
Grenadiers and when a man dies the usual 
military honors are not paid atthe grave be- 
cause of the Ill effect uvon the patients in the 
hospital. The reason why the Guards were 
sent to Bermuda instead of Halifax is that 
Halifax is too near the United States and the 
exiles could have embraced every oppor- 
tunity to desert by the wholesale. The men 
are Conducting themselves splendidly. They 
are carefully watched and the most frivolous 
offenses are severely punished. 
THE FEELING AT HOME. 

Lowpon, Oct. 9.—Inquiry at the War Office 
élicite the information that it has no advices 
from Bermuda with regardto the reported 
preveélance of enteric fever among the men of 
the Grenadier Guards, lately sent to that sta- 
tion as a punishment for insubordination. 
The War Officé has cabledto the Bermudas 
for a prompt report as to the facts in the case. 
The report has caused considerable anxiety 
among the relatives and friends of the officers 
and friends of the famous command, a feeling 
which is quite generally shared by the public 
at large. 


They Saw a Spook. 


OTTAWA, Oct, 9.—On Sunday evening, afew 
minutes before 7 o’clock, three men were 
standing in front of Voisard’s grocery store at 
St. Catharine in conversation. Suddenly one 
of them exclaimed: ‘‘That man will fall and 
be killed. He directed the attention of his 
com pan lons to a house just across the street, 
where, outlined against the sky, was plainiy 
seen the figure ofaman walking along the 
edge of the roof from the chimney to the edge 
ot the eve trough. The figure appeared to be 
about 8 feet in height, and balanced above his 
head he held a long pole, such as is 
used by tight rope walkers. The trio 
looked breathlessly at the spectacle, 
expecting every moment to see the man fall to 
the ground. Turning slowly around, the 
figure ascended the roof again, walking on 
the extreme edge, poised for a moment on 
the point of the roof, then appeared to dimin- 
ish in size, finally disappearing altogether. 
The three men were almost terror stricken, 
and rushed across the street into the yard 
expecting to find that the man bad fallen, but 
no trace of man or pole could befound. The 
men who saw the wierd sight are respectable, 
reputable people, and they agree in their re- 
cital of the story, with the single exception 
that one of them says the man was in his shirt 
sleeves and had dark vest and trousers, while 
the others say that he had a full suit of dark 
clothes on. Asharp watch has been kept on 
the spot, but the spook has not reappeared.

OTTUMWA, Io., Oct. 9.—The President’s 
train remained ona side track not far from 
Ottumwa during a greater part of last night. 
The President was anxious to get a goed 
night’s rest, and as he was not due in this 
city before morning, it was arranged that at 
a quiet switch between Burlington and 
Ottumwa,the train should be side tracked 
and remain until 7 0’clock this morning. Mr. 
Wilson, the Superintendent of the Iowa lines 
ofthe O., B. & Q. R. R., had taken especial 
precautions forthe President's safety, first, 
and for his comfort afterwards. 
Before the train left Burlington 
at 11 o’cleck last night, the track 
Was cleared and all trains between Burling- 
ton and the station at which the train was to 
stop were side tracked, then a pilot engine 
was run ahead of the President's 
train, leaving Burlington at 10:50 0’clock, to 
make assurance doubly sure that 
clear, and that the track 
was all right. The President passed a good 
night. He awoke to look out upon cloudy 
skies, the first indication of bad weather that 
the presidential party has seen slace it left

AT OTTUMWA. 


At 7 o’clook the train started and an hour 
later it pulled into Ottumwa. The arrival 


had been timed originally for 9:45 and so 
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there were comparatively few at the station. 
The Ottumwa Committee, which had come all 
the way from Galesburgon the train, called 
On the President during the morning, and on 
the arrival of the train, Col. H. G. 
Ballingall, the President of the Coal

The car was 
switched to a side track near the Coal Palace. 
At 10 o’clock the local committees called on 
the President and eseorted himto the Coal 
Palace, where he was joined by the other 
members of his party. Arrangements bad 
been made to give them a private view of the 
interior of the palace. Before 9 o’clock rain 
had begun to fall, and it continued falling 
steadily through the morning. 
THE PARADE. 

After the President’s visit to the coal palace 
he returned to the home of his sister for 
lunchéon. Between 10:30 and 11 o’clock the 
gun came out and at noon tne President was 
escorted to the reviewing stand, where he re- 
viewed the parade. The wet weather and the 
muddy condition of the streets inter- 
tered seriously with this feature 
of the programme. When the proces- 
sion had passed, the President was taken 
again to the coal palace where elaborate prep 
arations had been made for his reception. The 
President took a seat on the stage. His ap- 
pearance was greeted with applause from the 
crowd which packed the hall. Hon. P. J. 
Ballingall called the assemblage to order and 
introduced Gov. Horace Boies. The Gover- 
nor, ina brief speech of weicome, introduced 
the President to the audience. The President 
He was followed by Hon. J. F. 
Afterwards remarks were made by 
Hon. Gid B. McFall, T. O. Beach and Hon. 
The programme for this 
evening includes a reception by the President 
at the Coal Palace from 8 tod o’clock and an 
address by Gen. O. Grosvenor of Obio.

PRESIDENTS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Chief Magistrates Whe Have Visited the 
City—Johnson, Grant aud Cleveland. 


Three Presidents have visited St. Louis and 
on Saturday another will be added tothe 
number. The first of these was Andrew 
Johnson. Daniel Webster came to see the lit- 
tle Western village of St. Louis when it was 
thought he might some day be President, but 
he never got into that class. Millard Fillmore 


saw St. Louis before he sat in the presidential 
chair, though he did not get into the history 
of the olty by coming bere while inthe office. 

Gen. Grant, asis well known, lived many 
years in this city, where he was very poor and 
was possessed of but fewfriends. He came 
with President Johnson when the latter vis- 
ited the city and divided the honors with the 
Chief Executive, as his war record 
was then known to every person in 
the crowds that flocked to see them. 
There was no bridge over the Mississippi 
then 1867 and Alton was still disputing with 
St. Louis as to which should be the larger city. 
Andrew Johnson had arranged to go to 
Chicago to unveil a monument, and St. Louis 
sent a messenger to Buffalo, N. I., to invite 
him here. He accepted, and after the cere- 
monies in Chicago teok the Chicago & Aiton 
railway to the last named town where he was 
met by 

A GRBAT DELEGATION OF ST. LOUISANS. 
The U. & A. then stopred at Alton, and the 
delegation had gone up on a fleet of steam- 
boats. There were twenty-eight vessels rep- 
resenting the States of the Union and a num- 
ber representing the Territories. Ail of the 
boats had been placed at the disposal of the 
Rece ption Committee by their owners, and 
all were crowded with citizens. 

The Altonians received the President and 
Eis party on their arrival from Chicago 
and then turned him over to the st. Louisans 
who took him en one of the boats to St. 
Louis. All of the boats were 
decorated, and all announced the fleet’s ar- 
rival by a chorus of shrieks from the whistles. 
Then there was a street parade and a speech 
from the President from the balcony of his 
hotel, cries for Grant! and a few words from 
the hero of the war. 

Then there was a pubiic reception all that 
day of an informal character and a formal re- 
ception that night. The next morning the 
President went East. 

Between 1807 and 1887 the city did not have 
an epportunity to publicly receive a Presi- 
dent, though 

GRANT WAS HERE 
several times during his term of office. He 
came quietly, met his friends in their offices 
or wherever it was most convenient. His 


was a hurrying to nim of all sorts when it was 
known he was inthecity, butthough he was 
held in high esteem he was not given the sort 
of reception that. was accorded. President 
Cleveland three years ago. 

Grover Cleveland bad never been west of 
Buffalo, N. I., more than a mile prior to his 
visit to St. Louis. The POst-DISPATCH pro- 
posed the invitation on which he came, advo- 
cated it persistently, and had the gratification 
of chronicling the success which followed its 
exertions. In September, 1887, the Grand 
Army of the Republic encamped in St. Louis. 
Great preparations were made to entertain 
the army and foraeseeries of carnival events 
following the encampment, 

On March 18, 1887, the PoOsT-DISPATCH sug- 
gested that the President be invited to St. 
Louls, and suggested that the invitation 
should not take the form of a mechanical note 
signed by three or four citizens, but should 
be signed by every citizen who cared to have 
the President come. Im accord with this sug- 
gestion 

AN INVITATION WAS PREPARED. 
engraved and printed on parchment. Sig- 
natures of all the city officers, the Merchants’, 
Cotton and Mechanics’ Exchange ofticers and 
individuals without number were appended. 
The sheets were bound artistically ana the 
huge volume was taken to Washington by the 
Mayor of the city and 100 oltizens. That the 
President could not refuse such an invitation 
seemed certain, and he had determined to 
come during the G. A. R. encampment, when 
the return of captured battle flags under his 
order aroused a great deal of unusually severe 
criticism of him among Grand Army men. 
His veto of special pension bills was also the 
text of intemperate denunciations. So loud 
was the outcry ayainst him in that organiza- 
tion and so numerous the threats of G. A. R. 
men that they would not consent to ve re- 
viewed by the President durin the 
encampment in St. Louis that the Teast 
dent declined to come. Recognizing that 
his coming during the encampment might re- 
sult in unpleasantness the PoOSsT-DISPATCH 
called for a second invitation to get him after 
the encampment. There was, in conse- 
quence, a second invitation, and that was ac- 
cepted. 

The first issue of the SUNDAY Por- Dis 
PATCH, Oct. 2, 1887, contained a full report of 
the arrival in the city of President and Mrs. 
Cleveland the evening before (Saturday, 
Oct. 1). . 

When St. Louls succeeded in getting Mr. 
Cleveland to accept ite invitation every city 
from New Orleans to Detroit and San Fran- 
ciseo to Wasbington showered invitations on 
him. He accepted all those that lay along a 
route to and from St. Louis. He came with 
Mrs. Cleveland direct to St. Louis and was re- 
ceived with enthusiam all along the route. 

MR. AND MRS. CLEVELAND 

were entertained by D. R. Francis (then 
Mayor) in his Vandeventer place house from 
Saturday night until Monday morning. They 
altended the Compton Avenue Presbyterian 
Church Sunday morning. Monday morning 
they went to tne Fair Grounds.

Arrangements fot To-Morrew’s Primary 
and the Convention on Saturday—The 
Respective Positions of O'Neill and 
O’Malley—Senator Cockrell’s Appoint- 
ments—Proesser’s Indersement by the 
Unien Labor Party- General Political 
News. 


To-morrow the primary election ordered by 
the State Democratic Committee will be held 
in the Highth Oongressional District, to select 
delegates to the convention, which meets 
Saturday morning at Social Turner Hall, Thir- 
teenth and Monroe streets.

POISONED BY CANNED BEEF. 


A Carondelet Family Suddenly Taken Dan 
gerously III. 


Mr. and Mre. Frederick Reichtien and three 
children, residing at No. 715 Fennsylvania 
avenue, were taken suddenly and 
violently iil about 2:30 o’clock Tues¢ 
day afternoon. The circumstances sur- 
rounding their iliness for the time 
being were rather mysterious. The father, 
mother and three little ones were compelled 
to go to bed and lay tor some two 
hours without medical attention. Had it 


not been for thelr eldest son, Arnold, a lad 8 
years ofage, there is no telling how their 
sickness might have termirated. The boy 
came home from school a little 
before 4 o’clock and was surprised 
to see his parents in bed suffering excruci- 
ating pain.

After working for 
some little time he succeeded in 
reviving the father and the 
little children. They were then attacked by 
a severe vomiting spell, which lasted for some 
ten or fifteen minutes. Dr. Reber pronounced 
it a case of poisoning. The father was 
questioned In regard to what he had eaten. 
Mr. Reichtien showed the physician a can 
containing: corned beef, which was 
purchhsed for dinner. Upon a 
close examination the beef was 
was found to contain some sort of a greenish 
substance, which evidently is poison. The 
doctor who is analyzing it absolutely 
refuses to say whether it is poisonous or not. 
Medicine was immediately given and the 
family was soon pronounced out of danger. 


THE FEDERAL ELECTION BILL, 


A Report That the President Will Call an 
Extra Session.

are here working with the idea of an extra 
session, but still there sre many who will not 
believe the news, although the authority for 
it is so good.’* * ; 

It is known that the President has been 
strongly urged by Republican leaders to call 
an extra session and that delay lu the matter 
has been occasioned by consideration of the 
question of policy involved.

PENNSYLVANIA SHIP CANAL, 


The Surveys Finished—The Recommenda- 
tions ef the Commission. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 9.—The surveys of the 
Pennsylvania Ship Oaual are practically fin- 
ished and the commission appointed by the 
Legislature will ask the State to complete the 
canal. The commission find the scheme feas- 
ible and favor a route along the Beaver River 
to Lake Erie. The commission, asa bedy, 
have not as yet given any figures as to what 


it would ost to build the canal, but, as indi- 
viduals, they have admitted it would cost as 
much, if not more, than the Welland Canal, 
which connects Lakes Erie and Ontario. The 
cost to the Canadian Government for this 
great waterway was something like $25,000,000 
and several members of the Canal Commis- 
sion have figured that it will surely require 
this amount to construct it at the lowest 
figures. At its previous meeting the commis- 
sion discussed the merits of the Welland 
Canal, a visit having been made to Oanada by 
several engineers and figures on the amount 
of tonnage yearly on that canal were secured. 
The commission figured from this that the 
tonnage on the proposed waterway to Lake 
Erie would be many millions greater an- 
nually, estimating thé carrying capacity of 
vessels in use on the Canada canal and those 
that are to be used on the proposed Penasyl- 
vania Ship Canal. 


A FATAL WOUND.

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The Claims of Mrs. John Powers 
of Baltimore, and Her Re- 
markable Story. 


The Weman Sets Herself Up as an Heir 
of John Mullanphy’s Partner 
and Sues for Millions. 


A’Legal Action Whick Win Cause a Stir in 
St. Louis om Accountof the Stain Which 
Is Attempted te Be Caston the Memory 
of One ef St. Louis’ Earliest, Wealthiest 
and Most Respected Citizens—Secretary 
Finney Discusses the Story—Archbishep 
Kenrick Discredits the Woman’s Claim. 


A startling claim against the estate of John 
Mullanphy, which will involve in the suit 
brought to establish the claim the colossal 
fortune of the Mullanphy Emigrant Fund and 
the private fortunes of several leading St. 
Louis families, has just been advanced by a 
Mrs. John Powers of Baltimore, Md., in 
which city the prelfminary legal steps neces- 
sary to such a suit bave already been taken. 

The story upon which the claim is based, 
and which is told at length In the filing of the 
suit, is so sensational that it reads more like 
the skiliful plet-weaving of atrained novellst 
than a relation of cold facts, and will cause a 
stir in the older aristocratic circlets of St. 
Louis that will not subside until the progress 
of what promises to be one of the most cele- 
brated will lawsuits on record estabilshes or 
utterly disproves the truth of the mysterious 
complainant’s bold allegations. 

Going back 100 years into the past, the story 
made public by the filing of the suit in Balti- 
more, and sent broadcast into the world 
through the columns of the daily press of that 
city to-day, charges John Mullanphy with 
fleeing from his native country, Ireland, an 
embezzier and afugitive. It places a stain 
upon the honored name of his only son, Bryan 
Mullanphy, the founder of the noble Mullan- 
phy Fund and the friend of the 
needy emigrant, a map whose mem- 
ory is cherished in the daily prayers 


of thousands even now, years after his death. 
It stamps il disproved a bar sinister upon 
the fair pedigree of some of St. Louis’ best 
ecople, and if it is false, as is generally be- 
lieved, the Baltimore @uit of the mysterious 
Mrs. John Powers is one of the most daring 
sianders of the dead ever unvelied in the dig- 
nified atmosphere ofa court of law. 
MRS. POWERS’ CLAIMS. 

Mis. John Powers, in her story, alleges that 
she is the grand-daughter of one John Welsh 
of County Kilkenny, Ireland. One hundred 

ears ago, she states, John Welsh and John 

ullanphy were partn rein the ownership 
and business ofa fishing smack. Welsh was 
married, while young Mullanphy was a single 
man. Mulianphy, the plaintiff in the Balti- 
more suit asserts, ombezzled the money of 
the partnership business and fled to America. 
It could not have been a heavv defalcation, 
but according to the story of Mrs. Powers, a 
Story corxingto her, she says, as a fa:nily 
mherita- ce, the burden of his guiit must 
have lain heavily upon John Mullanphy’s 
conscience, for after amassing a large for- 
tune in the two American cities of Bal- 
timore and St. Louls he left, in 
his last will and testament, property and 
moneys to ‘‘the heirs of John Welsh of 
County Kilkenny, Ireland, which to-day, 
the complainant claims, represents a valua- 
tion of at least $5,000,000, and is rightfully due 
the legal heirs of the man robbed by John 
Mullanphy. Mrs. Powers states distinctly 
that the executors selected by Mullanphy 
to faithfully carry out the provisions of 
— bequest were Archbishop Rosetti 
St. Louis, and two Catholic 
priests ofthe same city. Mrs. Powers states 
hat herself and son went to Ireland some 
years azo to secure evidence in prosecuting 
this claim against the Mullanphy estate, but 
without success; that they subsequently lived 
for ten years in St. Louis endeavoring to find 
proof of the truth of the family story of John 
Mullanphy’s crime and death-bed atone- 
ment, and that to 
Baltimore, i her husband died 
last Novem Since that time 
the Mullanpb * has lived with her 
married daughter, a Mrs. J. 8. Brown of 
Laurel, Md. She states that she has lately 
come irto the possession of new evidence 
upon which she Delteves it possible to support 
her claim, and bas placed the case in the 
hands of ex-Senator Rice st Arkansas, who 
promises to prosecute it with vigor. 

Such astory, attacking the good name of 
one ofthe most highly honored of the early 
leaders of St. Louis; a man whose only son 
and heir immortalised the bame by a magnifi- 
cent bequestto the emigrant poor ofall na- 
tions; whose decendants are among the 
proudest of the old families of St. SLouis, 
should be susceptible ofdisproof on the first 
momentof its publication. It is scouced by 
all citizens who are familiar with the earlier 
history of &8t.:Lonis, and the task of inetan- 
taneously unvelling the life record 
of 60 prominent a man as John 
Mullanphy ofst.

THE MULLANPHY MYSTERY. 

Stranger to say, in view of the startling suit 
reported from Baltimore, there is a mystery 
hanging over the early life of John Mullanphy 
lasting up to the moment of his settlement in 
this country. It isa mystery imposed by the 
silence of his descendants upon the subject of 
hie career in Ireland, his native country, and 
which has generally been attributed to the 
feeling of bitterness against Bryan Mulian- 
phy for devoting so large a portion of 
the Mullanpby militons to the cause of 
charity, instead of suffering it to remain in 
the family. Whatever its cause, the reticence 
ofthe Mullanpby heirs upon the subject of 
John Mullanphy’s life. has many times 
been romarked, and has even been com- 
plained of in the pages of a biographical 
sketch of Bryan Mullanphy, the founder of 
the fund. 

Judge John D. Finney, Secretary of the 
Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Fund, who under- 
took to write a life of Bryan Mullan pby dur- 
ing the past year, found the St. Louis kins- 
people of that charitable Irishman strongly 
averse to. giving any information whatever 
upon the interesting subject. Positively 
nothing upon the subject of John Mullanphy. 
the father’s, lite could be gleaned from his own 
descendants, and Judge Finney in his pub- 
lished biography of Bryan Mullanphy alludes 
to the silence of his kinspeople as follows:

It is remarkable, but I 
know this to de the truth. Some time ago! 
undertook to write the life of Bryan 
Mullanphy. It would also have naturally 
included as many facts as could be 
gathered about his father, Jobn Mullanpby. 
Of course, at the very outset of the work, I 
want tothe descendants of John Mullanphy 
now living in St. Louls. To my surprise they 
would soll me absolutely nothing. Their ex- 
pressions of bitter feeling towards the 
memory of Bryan Mulianphy were most 
marked. I attributed the feeling to 
family anger and disappointment at the 
would have heard of the presence of so sensa- 
tional a claimant.

It has 
always been believed that he lived in County 
Waterford. There are no letters or documenta- 
ry evidence of any sort in the records of the 
Mullanphy Fund showing that inquiries rela- 
tive to such investigations Lave ever been 
made.

THE ARCHBISHOP DISCREDITS IT. 

The venerable Archbishop Kenrick, suc- 
cessor to Archbishop Rosetti, and a future 
Cardinal Prince of the Catholic Church, was 
visited atthe archiepiscopal residence on Six- 
teenth street. His Grace, upon being in- 
formed of the object of the reporter’s 
call, kindly consented to answer that 
part of the Powers story, relating to Arch- 
bishop Rosetti but disposed of it very sum- 
marily by stating that there was not one 
word oftruthinit. The vid Archbishop said 
the whole story was absurd upon its very 
face, and utterly without any foundation in 
fact so fur as he knew. 

The reporter next called at the office of Gen.

GOV, JOHN N. IRVIN. 


A Public Official Whe Refused Pay for Do- 
ing Nothing. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 9.—The appoint- 
ment of John N. Irvin ef Keokuk, lo., us Goy- 
ernor of Arizona a few days ago recalis an 
incident in his experience as Governor of 
Idaho under President Arthur. He was called 
home by a death in hisfamily and remained 
in Keokuk for several months settling up an 
estate.

KNIFE WOUN DS. 


They Are Found To-Day In the 
Body of Michael Brophy. 


George Gavin Now Believed to 
Have Murdered the Old Man 
and for Money. 


Ceroner Frank Holds an Inquest in the Case 
To-Day and Some Strange Discoveries 
Are Made—Character of the Wounds 
im the Old Quarryman’s Body—A Story 
ef a Meney Belt Which, It True, Fur- 
nighes a New Metive for the Hilling. 


The post-mortem examination made at the 
Morgue this morning on the body of Michael 
Brophy resulted in developments of the most 
startling nature. In addition to in- 
numerable contusions and lacerated 
wounds, two knife stabs were found in 
vital parts. Gradually a chain of evidence of 
the strongest character is being forged about 
George Gavin. It is now believed by the po- 
lice that Brophy was murdered in cold blood 
and that a greed for gold probably caused the 
crime. 

Gavin is now locked up in the holdover at 
the Four Courts awaiting the action of Cor- 
oner Frank. On last Sunday night the pris- 
oner gave Brophy the wounds which caused 
his death. The police knew nothing 
of the case until Tuesday morning. About 
11:30 o’clock on that day Officer Mi- 
chael Brady of the Fourth District 
met Chris Reinhardt, a barber do- 
ing business at the corner of Jefferson 
and St. Louis avenuvs. Reinhardt, it seems, 
goes twice a week tothe Mullanphy Hospital 
for the purpose of shaving the patients there 
under treatment. In the course of his c onver- 
sation with the officer he mention that he had 
seen Mike Brophy at the hospital that 
morning. Brady knew Brophy intimately and 
inguired what alled the man. Reinhardt said 
he did not know, but understood that the man 
had been beaten up pretty badly in a fight. 
This was enough for the officer.’ Fer old 
friendship’s sake he went to the hos- 
pital at once and asked to see Bro- 


phy. He was told by one of 
the attendants that the patient was 
unconscious, and could hardly recover. Off- 
cer Brady was at that timeoff duty. Having 
learned that Brophy had been sent to the in- 
stitution by Mrs. Gavin, 2619 Elliott avenue, 
he made his way to that lady’s house. 
Mrs. Gavin answered is She 
said that Brophy had roomed 
her house, and insisted that 
under the influence of liquor the old man had 
accidently fallen down stairs on Sunday even- 
ing, receiving severe injuries to his head. 
Knowing that the man had saved considerable 
money, Officer Brady searched his friends 
trunk but found nothing of anyvaiue. He 
then made his way to the Fourth District 
Police Station, tenth and North Market 
streets, and made a report of the case to 
Capt. Kiely. 

FURTHER INVESTIGATION. 

Capt. Kiely saw the the report 
evening. He was not satisfied wie what had 
been learned and commenoeed an'\nvestiga- 
tion, As a result Officers Brady ind Dolan 
went early yesterday morning to 
Mrs. Gavin’s residence and placed 
under arrest the woman’s 2 # year 
old son, George Gavin, Jr., and locked him 
up at the statlon. In the meantime Brophy 
bad breathed bis last. He remained uncon- 
scious at the Mullanphy Hospital from the 
time of his admission to the institution on 
Monday evening until the time of his death, 
at 8:30 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. The body 
was sent at once to the Morgue, 

Gavin did not know of Brophy’s death 
when his arrest was made, Neither did he 
know what statements his mother had made 
in regard to the case, consequently he told 
his story with a brazen face. He said that he 
had gone home about 10 o’clock on Sunday 
evening and was met at the bead of the 
stairs Dy Brophy. He insisted that the old 
man was uncer the influence of liquor at the 
time, and without ang worse attacked him 
with an open knife. He said that he bad tried 
to avoid a fight, and did not strike Brophy 
even while the man was cutting

This 
morning Coroner Frank and Dr. Lud- 
wig made a post mortem examina- 
tion on Brophy’s remains at the Morgue. 

The examination showed the head and body 
to be covered with brulses and contusious. 
The most remarkable were two stabs in the 
back of the head at the juncture with the 
neck Both of these wounds were undoubt- 

edly made with asharp pointed knife. They 
were two inches apart each being two and 
one-half inches deep, one inch wide and 
extending downward from the point at which 
the skin was broken. The itemized report of 
— wound made by Coroner Frank is as fol- 
ows: 

One stab wound fn the back of the head four 
inches between the left ear and at the junc- 
ture with tho mA two and one-half 
inches deep and «¢« ding downward injur- 
ing the spinal chor 

A stab wound in the back of the head atthe 
— of the neck, two and one -Dalf inches 
deep and extending inward and downward. 

A lacerated wound on the bridge of the 
nose, éxtending through the skin. 

A lacerated wound on the left cheek bone at 
the outer angie of the eye, and extending for 
a distance of two inches ip a seml-circular 
form downward and laying bare the bone. 

Centusion of the left eye. 

A lacerated scalp wound on top of the head 
laying bare the skull. 

A perforation ofthe lower lip by the left 
canine tooth caused by a biow in the mouth. 

Numerous bruises and abrasions of the skin 
on both shoulders, the back, the elbows and 
lower limbs. 

The cause of death was given as inflamma- 
tion of the brain. Sala Dr. Frank: 

TO WHAT DEATH WAS DUE. 

„Death was cause y an infammation re- 
sulting from the injuryto the spinal cord 
received by the stab wound tn 
the neck. We at first thought that the skull 
had been fractured on top of the head. By re- 
moving the skuli-cap, however, we found 
that no fracture was apparent. The brain, 
too, at that point, was perfectiy normal. An 
examination of the spinal chord and the low-

Another /mportant feature of the case was 
only to-day developed. It is both start- 
ling and significant. Brophy was a * 
man and made good wages e was 60 years 
old and had worked at his trade 
for many years. He was a aingle man, frugal 
in his habits and evon miserly to a ‘certain 
degree. He saved his earnings and was 
known to have over $5,000 laid away. That 
moncy is now missing. 

When Officer Brady made his first yisit to 
Mrs. Gavin’s residence, he asked 
the .woman in regard to  Brophy’s 
efiects, knowing, as did many others, that 
thatthe old man had considerable money. 
Mrs. Gavin insisted that she knew of no 
money, no papers and no valuables of any 
kind. Officers Brady and Stack searched 


| Bropby’s trunk thoroughly, taking out each 


separate article. The trunk was then in Bro- 
phy’s room on the second floor. 

This was on Tuesday afternoon about 2:30 

o’clock. The following morning Officers Do- 
ae and Camp called at the house. 
Capt. Kiely bad told them

cers were met at the door by 
Mrs. Gavin, who informed that burg- 
Jars had entered the house some time durin 
the previous night and had ransacke 
Brophy's apartment, even going so far as to 
carry the man’s trunk into the yard and search 
it at their leisure. In proof of her 
assertion Mrs. Gavin took the officers into the 
back yard and pointed out the trunk which 
stood in the yard. The three off 
cers went through everything 
in the trunk for the , time. They then 
made an examination of Brophy's room and 
returned to the Fourth District Police Station 
whete a report of their visit was rendered to 
Capt. Mat Kiely. This was at 5:38 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 

SEARCHING THE TRUNK. 

Yesterday afternoon Capt. Kiely sent Special 
Officers Gocking and Maloney to Mrs. Gavin's 
house, It wasthen4o’clock. For the third 
time the trunk was searched. In the first 
place the officers found that the trunk was 
locked. lt was wide open when Brady left it 
on 1 afternoon. It was wide open when 
Brady, Dolan and Camp left it at 5:30 o’ clock 
that morning. They had found it unlocked 
and had left it in the same condition, But 
Gocking and Maloney found it locked. Mrs. 
Gavin said no one had been near it that day.

Officer Dolan was also seen this morning. 
He corroborated Brady in the ststements 
madein reference to the search of the trunk. 
Special Officer Gocking told the story of the 
finding of the belt, as is given above. 

Mr. Richard Loran was also seen. Mr. 
Loran is a member of the firm 
of Loran & Hogan, contractora and 
buiders, and is also superintendent in 
charge ofthe company’s quarry at the corner 
of Glasgow avenue and North Market street. 
Mr. Loran had employed Brophy for some 
time and gave him a good repu- 
tation. He has know the deceased for sev- 
eral years and insists that the man has saved 
considerable money. He always made a good 
salary and spent very little. 


WHAT GAVIN SAYS. 

A POST- DISPATCH reporter was granted per- 
mission to see Gavin in his coll this gfter- 
noon, and the turnkey swung open 
the grim iron doors which 80 
effectually guard the prisoner. avin 
stepped out of his cell in response to the 
formation that a reporter wished to talk with 
him, and stood stolidly waiting to be ques- 
tioned.

A CAMPAIGN OF SONG. 

In the account of the Union Labor Con- 
vention which indorsed the nomination 
of THomas J. PROSSER, the Republican 
candidate for Congress in the Ninth Dis- 
trict, the Globe-Democrat states that MR. 
Prosser, after thanking the delegates 
in a short speech, sang the song, ‘‘You’ve

Not less scandalized is Europe to seetthe 
author of that letter the guest of America, 
welcomed by the President of the Republic 
and covered with honor by the American peo- 
pie.

A Sketeh ofthe Late Dr. Montrose Pallen— 
Humor at Our Expense.

Dr. Montrose Anderson Pallen of the Uni- 
versity of the City of New York died in the 
Albemarle Hotel, Wednesday night, after a 
brief iliness. The immediate cause of death 
was Bright’s disease and vaivular disease of 
the heart. Dr. Pallen was professor of gyne- 
cology. He was born in Vicksburg lu 1836 and 
received his degrees in medicine in 1856. He 
went the round ofthe London hospitals and 


also studied at Paris and Berlin. After his 
return from Europe, he went to 8t. 
Louis, where his father was professor 


of obstetrics in the medical college. In 
1861 he was medical airector of Gen. Henry A. 

Wise’s legion; in 1862 he joined Hardee's 
army corps, and later, until 1863, he served 
in the Departinent of the Mississippi. He was 
afterward sent by the Confederates to Canada 
to report on the condition of the prisoners at 
Johnson's Island. In 1864 he went te Paris 


for medical supplies for the Confederate 
forces, later returned to Montreal, and pro- 
ceeding South was madea prisoner’ and heid 


On parole until the close of the war. 

In the Franco-Prussian war he served with 
the French. On his return to America he was 
appointed to his professorship in New York. 
The deceased was an intimate friend of Sir 
Morell Mackenzie, who called him into con- 
sultation at the bedside of Fredericks III, He 
was the author of several medical booke; and 
was the first physician in this country to use 
the ophthalmoscope.

THE SUGAR TARIFF, 


Reduction in Duties Will Make a 
Difference of 2 Cents Per Pound. 


Many dealers know in a general way as to 
what legislation has been had regarding 
sugar, but they are not informed as to the 
probable actual results on prices, and as to 
what course the market is likely to take in 
consequence of the change of duties. 

After April 1 next all sugars below No. 16 
Dutch standard (which isa grade somewhat 
similar to the darkest and cheapest New Or- 


leans clarified) will be admitted feee of duty. 
On all higher grade sugars the duty will be 
5-10 to 6-10 of a cent per pound. 

Astheduties on raw sugars are now an 
average of about 2 cents per pound, the price 
of sugar, after April 1, should be about 2 
cents per pound less than it is at present. 
Until April 1 there is no reason to expect any 
decided change lu sugar values, although the 
fact that the removal of duty os Aprii 1 will 
operate to compel the marketing of the entire 
Louisiana crop before that date may result in 
lower prices as soon as the Louisiana product 
is fully ready for market and begins to be 
pressed for sale. 

It is probable that values will rule some- 
what lower thun at present during the winter 
months, andthat by March a considerable 
decline will have taken place.

HOUSEHOLD MEDICINES. 


SOME OF THE MOST USEFUL AND DESIRA- 
BLE REMEDIES. 


When Self-Treatment Is Justified—Hint to 
Nursing Moethers—Peculiarities About 
Epsom Salt—Remedies fer Diarrhoe 
For Pais—Te Faver Digesties—The Best 
Stimulant. 


From the Boston Heraid. 

It goes without saying that a perfect famili- 
arity with the properties of medicines, the 
diseases to which they are respectively ap- 
plicable, and their adaptation to the peculi- 
arities of individuals, cam only be acquired 
by years of patient study. Itis also evident 
that thoroughly educated physicians only 
ever attain this clear aud distinct under- 
standing of the use of remedial agents. Asa 
rule, therefore, for iaymen to undertake to 
treat themselves with drugs is exceedingly 
unwise; moreover itis generally hazardous, 
and not infrequently the effort is followed by 
fatal results. But, as with all other rules, 
this has its exceptions; which, however, are 
There are some 
so-balled domestic remedies which are #0 
mild in their effects they are scarcely capable 
*ofdoing harm when used witha reasonable 
amount of intelligence. There are also a few 
moreactive drugs, the yse of which is occa- 
sionably demanded and justified in emergen- 
cles, such as accidents and cases of sudden 
sickness, when time is often of the most im- 
portance, when not infrequently by a simple 
remedy applied at once a long illness may be 
averted. Beyond these conditions, self- 
treatment by the use of drugs, and most as- 
suredly powerful ones, is never justified. The 
family medicine chest need contain but a 
comparatively few remedies. Those which 
are the most useful and desirable will be 
herein considered, with their purposes, and 
the dangers which attend their unwise use. 

First upon the list comes that 

OLD 8TaNDBY, CASTOR OIL. 
For a mild cathartic, it is one of the most 


thorough, and, unlike many other agents of 
like character, it causes but little general dis- 
turbance; in other words, it has very little 
after effectin the way ot upsetting the sys- 
tem, There is one fact to be emphasized 
about this oil, namely: Ifa nursing mother 
takes it her babe is likely to be affected like 
herself, aportion ofthe active principle of 
the oil being absorbed by her milk. For an 
occasional cathartic, castor oll is one of the 
best. It is acarcely necessary to say that it 
is unsuitable for habitual use. It is rightly 
#steemed As a cathartic for children—and par- 
ticular or those ofthe age when unripe 
fruits 760 other indigestibles are the most 
like?ty Ao be indulged—thoroughiy cleaning 
out, as it does, all offending material. There 
are many ways in which its extreme repul- 
siveness may be overcome. To administer it 
in warm milk, in lemon or orange juice, or in 
the froth of beer, are some of them. It may 
be disguised in a glassful of flavored soda 
water. 
HUBARB 
is a cathartic decidedly more agreeable than 
castor oil. The sweet tincture is the form 
usually found in the fa 0. medicine chest. 
This is made up of rhuvarb, liquorice, anise, 
Cardamon and diluted alchohol. The dose for 
an adult is from one to two tablespoonfuls. 
When taken in much larger doses it causes 
symptoms which generally occasion alarm in 
those whe are unfamiliar with its composi- 
tion. They are symptoms of intoxication,due 
to the alcohol. Owing to this action, more 
than one druggist has been -accused of dis- 
pensing by mistake something more powerful 
than rhubarb. Compound powder of rhubarb 
hesintimes past been quite popular as a 
housebold medicine. It is composed of rhu- 
bard, magnesia and ginger, hence it is par- 
ticularly suited to cases of constipation in 
which there is dyspepsia. The dose for an 
adult is from half ateaspoonful to a teaspoon- 
ful. If a cathartic in pill torm is pre- 
ferred, there isthe compound cathartic pill, 
a very good and effectual combination of 
agents. wo pille are sufficiently active for 
some people, others require three. To this 
list of cathartics may properly be added one 
or two of the so-called salines, which are 
noted for their cooling effect, and, therefore, 
are particularly suited to febr ile conditions. 
Sedlitz powder is the saline most popular with 
laymen. One puper contains the bicarbonate 
of soda and Rocbelle salt; the other contains 
tartaric acid. This powder is a laxative rather 
than a cathartie; at least, on the majority of 
eople its uction is mild. In cases where a 
axative is needed and there is nausea this 
is one of the best remedies, as it bas an agree- 
able effect on the stomach; as many say, ‘‘it 
setties it. The sulphate of magnesia—Epsom 
salts, isa very active -cathartic. Strong, fulli- 
bloeded peopie can take it occasionally in full 
doses, butit-has a chilling ang depressing 
effect, so it is unsuited to those who are weak 
and debilitated. It is well to remember that 
Epsom salts should always be taken with at 
least a giassful of water; if the stomach will 
bear it, another glassful of water should fol- 
» low it. The saits act muob more freely in the 
presence of a large quantity of water. Cases 
have been reported where a large dose of 
Epsom salts in a very little water had no 
catharticeffect upon the bowels, but pro- 
duceda great general depression, fainting, 
and in one instance death. 
Paradexicai as it may seem, cathartics are 
REMEDIES FOR DIARRHOEA 
as wellas constipation. Thatis, in the ear- 
lost stage Of diarrhoea the first thing needed is 
do wash out the intestinal canal. Uastor oil 
bas peculiarities which recommend it for this 
. Purpose. In most cases ifthe intestines are 
properly freed, and the diet Js restricted for 
afew days to inna foods the diarrha@a will 
subside without further treatment. If it does 
not small does of paragoric will generally 
greatiy favor a cure. This is the weakest prep- 
aration of opium, and it is the only one of 
that drug which should enter the family 
medicine chest. Very likely some physioclans 
will say that even this mild opiate 
should never be used unless ordered by one 
oftheir profession. But this universal re- 
» gtriction would bean absurdity. There are 
often times when its use is justified by intelli- 
en As. for instance, an adult is 
ttacked with colic at night. He tries hot 
water, then ginger, and very likely pepper- 
mint, but does not obtain any marked reilef. 
His physician lives at a distance, and even if 
gent for an hour or two must pass before he 
can reach the house. Ifthe patient waits for 
‘him he must suffer ali that time, and very 
likely for an hour or two after the physician 
reaches his bedside. re chances are that 
ene or two smal! doses'o 2 oric will- re- 
lheye him. Now, shoul he try 
‘the remedy? People spffering from 
the celic will have but one answer to this 
‘question. A safe dose of p oric for an 
Adult is one teaspountu!. It this is given to a

REMEMY IN COLIC. 

In olden times it was given in the form of 
tea, which usually acted admirably, owing 
partially tothe hot water, which alone is an 
excellent remedy for colic. The tincture of 
ginger isthe best for family use. Here it is 
wellto say that many of the preparations of 
ginger on the market really contain but little 
ginger, and they owe their stimulant and 
aromatic effect tofcayenne pepper. 

A stock of family medicines would ‘scarcely 
be complete without one or more remedies 
which favor digestion. Almost every one, 
some time or another, needs something of the 
sort, and if taken promptly, often an attack 
of severe indigestion or biliousness will be 
averted. Probably the peptonic pill is quite 
as good for general use as any digestive 
stimulant. After an unusualiy hearty meal 
which has caused discomfort, one or two of 
these pills may be taken. A common symp- 
tom of dietetic indiscretion is popularly 
called sour stomach. Hot water slowly sipped 
is a grand remedy for this. The soda mint 
tablets also act exceedingly well. These may 
properly be kept in the medicine chest. Two 
are an adultdo and it may be repeated in 
halt an hour if @@cessary. 

CASES OF POISONING 
occasionally occur, therefore it is well to 
havean emetic at hand. Mustard may be 
made todo double duty, and it will produce 
vomiting as qnickly as any other simple rem- 
edy. The dose for an adult is one teaspoon- 
ful, and it should be mixed in a teacupfu! of 
warm—not hot—water. This should be fol- 
lowed by large draughts of warm water, and 
the mustard should be repeated in ten min- 
utes if vomiting does not occur. If, in a vase 
of epoisoning, there does not happen to be 
any mustard at hand, salt may be used as an 
emetic. The dose is a tablespoonful in a 
teacupful of warm water. 

A STIMULANT OF SOME SORT 

should always have a place in the family med- 
icine chest. Many people are prejudiced 
against all alcoholic stimulants; therefore 
some substitute must be found. The aromatic 
spirits sof ammonia isfequaily as good in any 
case as either of these, and is better in some 
cases, for itis much quicker in its 
It is also very often efficacious in headache; 
and in cases of difficult breathing there is no 
better stimulant. Ladies are the most fre- 

quent victims of ‘‘fainting spell, and te 
not a few of them aleonol is exceed- 
ingly umpleasant. The aromatic spirit of 
ammonia is an admirable substitute, and 
really should take precedence in the treat- 
ment of such attacks. The dose is one-hbaifa 
teaspoonful, well diluted. It is always a good 
plan to putone teaspoonful ofthe ammonia 
into a wineglassful of water, and admister 
half the quantity at one dose. If in fifteen er 
twenty minutes further stimulation is needed, 
what remains in the cup may be given. ;

Stocks Still Falling.

Mr. Winslew’s Report of Operations During 
the Menth ef September. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Oct. 9.—The follow- 
ing is the report of State Geologist Winslow to 
the Governor ofthe operations of bis buread 
for the month of September: 

Detailed mapping has progressed uninter- 
ruptedly in the coal fields in Randolph, 
Charitan, Howard and Johnson counties, and 
in the southeast in St. Francois and Iron 


counties. About one hundred and sixty 
square miles have been covered. 

The examinations of the clays‘and structural 
materials of Kansas City, and of the tributary 
country, was begun about the.middie of the 
month and work has been done in both Jack- 
son and Henry counties. There are, in and 
about Kansas City, some thirty-two works 
engaged in the manufacture of clay products, 
and from fifteen to twenty quarries. The 
country about this city, including Henry and 
other counties, has valuable deposits of clays 
and other structural materials which are sup- 
plied to Kaneas City and other points; hence, 
from Kansas City as a center, will properly be 
made an examination of a large portion of 
Western-Central Miesourl. In connection 
with this line of work inspections have further 
been made of clay deposits and works in 
Callaway and Aultizgain counties. 

The examination of the mineral waters of 
the State bas been actively pushed in the fleld 
during the past month. About thirty local- 
ities have been visited and some twenty 
samples for analysis have been collected from 
the following sixteen counties: Monroe, Au- 
drain, Callaway, Boone, How@érd, Randolph, 
Livingstone, Werth, Gentry, Nodaway, 
Buchanan, Piatte, Clinton, Clay, Adair and 
Jackson, Asthis work progresses the im- 

ortance of the subject is constantiy develop- 

ng; a very large amount of capital bas been 

invested in improvements at numerous of 
these springs in the State, and many of them 
have a large patronage. There is evidence 
that the waters of many places are of decided 
therapeutic value, though a determination of 
their compositions is necessary to fully sub-

UNDER THEIR FATHER’S BODY, 


Twe Children Keep Ghastly Watch in a ut 
cide’s Chamber. 


New Tonk, Oct. 9.—On Monday night, after 
writing a long letter addressed To My 
Father, in which he stated his intention of 
killing himself, Francis V. Palmer, an under- 
taxer, 83 years old, living at 382 Seventh ave- 
nne, Brooklyn, hanged himself in the back 
room of his undertaking shop.

WILLIE 8PRAGUE, 


His Friends and Family Shecked by the 
Young Man’s Suicide. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 9.—The dispatch 
from Seattle that Wm. Sprague, Jr., the only 
son of ex-Goy. Sprague committed suicide 
Monday, has shecked the entire community. 
Despondency, it was reported, was the cause 
assigned for the rash act, but those best ac- 
quainted with the young man think differ- 
ently. Wm. Sprague, Jr., was bora at Can- 


onchet about twenty-three years ago, and 
was brought up in luxu and allowed to 
have hisown way in everything. He was a 
son by the Governor’s first wife, Kate Chase, 
and was the only son. There were three 
Gaughters, Ethel, Katharine and Portia. 
When he was about 12 years of age the son 
was taken abroad by his mother for the pur- 
pose of finishing his education in 
the German University at Heidelberg. On his 
return from Europe he went to Canonchet, 
apparently with the determination of settling 
down and making his mark in the world. He 
was fortwo years With his father at the Ac- 
quiednick mills and proved'a valuable assist- 
ant. His exceedingly lively disposition 
would frequently assert itself, and he figured 
prominentiy in many litfile affairs about town 
which gave him the reputation of being un. 
usually wild, and he wa frequently called by 
his associates „The Modoc. Familiy 
troubles began to brew and when the ex-Goy- 
ernor obtained a divorce from his wife, Mrs. 
Kate Chase Sprague, she secured the custody 
of the three girls. Willie, the 
oldest child and nly son, ro- 
mained with his father. liam drifted about 
from Connecticut to New York, until bis fam- 
ily was suddenly startied with ‘the news that 
he had married a beautiful young girl in New 
York, Miss Avie Weed, the sister of his fath- 
er „ second wife.

Not Officially Recognized by theState De- 
partment, . / 


New Tonk, Oot. 9.—The Sun’s Washington 
correspondent telegraphs: Regarding the 
inquiry concerning a report that the French 
Legation had complained to the State De- 
partment about the official or D official 
nature ofthe reception given to Count de 
Paris in this country, Mr. Blaine made the 
1 gy, reply: 

NO a word has passed between the 
ranceowutasive of the French Government 
and myself on this subject, and furthermore, 
no communication has been sent to the State 
Department about the matter. 

The Sun's correspondent continues: Fur 
ther Investigation at the State Department 
establishes the fact that it is not customary 
for the President to deputlse any one, except 
an officer of that department, to receive 
in an official manner a disting uished 
visitor in this country. If Collector Erhardt 
did welcome the Count in the name ot the 
President, as alleged, the State Department 
officials contend that be did so without au- 
thorization. But the weak point, in a diplo- 
matic sense, was the mess age from the Pres!- 
dentin reply to the Count’s telegram, to the 
effect that he would be out of town when the 
Count reached Washington, but would be 
happy to see him on is return. This mes- 
sage was probably sent without sufficient 
considerution, but diplomats insist that it 
does not compromise this nation in the least, 
because it can have no official significance 
unless it emanates from or passes through the 
State Department, and it will be noticed that 
the State Department has been perfectly mum 
in regard to the ,Count from the outset until 
the present time.’’
